As clearly pointed out by 
applicant and further affirmed by board of patent appeals and interferences, any prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest alone or in combination with other prior art of 
record the specific features called for in the claim 1 , particularly any prior art of record 
failed to discloses alone or in combination with other prior art of record the claim 
limitation that recites, "wherein the decryption of the partially encrypted control program 
code is carried out following editing of the partially encrypted control program code in 
the second development system". Similarly any prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest alone or in combination with other prior art of record the specific features called 
for in claim 8, particularly any prior art of record failed to discloses alone or in 
combination with other prior art of record the claim limitation that recites, "wherein said 
second development device comprises an import device for importing the partially

encrypted control program code and an editor for editing the control program which is 
connected between a decryption device for decrypting the partially encrypted control 
program code and the communication device".
